A day or two before the dedica-
tion of the National Cemetery st
Gettysburg, Mr. Lincoln told me
that he would be expected to make
a speech on the occasion ; that he
was extremoly busy, with no time
for preparation ; and that he greatly
feared he would not be able to
acquit himself with eredit, muech
less to fill the messure of public ex-
pectation.  From his hat (the usual
receplacle of his private notes and
memoranida) he drew a page of fools-
eap, closely written, which he read
to me, first remarking that it was a
menorandum of what he Intended
to say. It proved tobe insubstanes,
and, I think, haeg verba, whint was
printed as his Gettysburg speeels.

After its delivery he expressed a
deep regret that he had not prepared
it with great care. e sald to me
on the stand immedintely after con-
cluding the speechi:  “Lamon, that
specch won't soar ! Tt is a fint fall-
ure, and the people are disappoint=
ed.” He geemed more than ardi-
narily concerned about what the
people would think of it. T was
deeply impressed by his frank and
regretful condemunpation of the effort,
nnd especially by his manner of ox-
prissing that regret, and my own
impression was deepenced by thelfaet
that the orator of the day, Mr. Ever-
att, and Mr. Beward hoth eoinetdisd
with Mr, Lincoln in hi= unfiovoralile
view af it merits.

Wasmisaron, Aug. L.—There has
been a great struggele (o the sub-
committee of the foanee committee
of the sennte, which Is preparing o
tariff bill as a substitule for thoe
Mills bill, with regard to the duty
on sugar,  There is o disposition
among the republicans in the east to
make o cut of 50 per cont. in the
taritt’ on sugar.  This fecling hing
been ao strong that it has bheen oxe.
pected heretofore that the repub-
lican measure to e prepared by
the republican senators would make
this heavy cut,  Only two states In
the north have stood against i,
California on account of her pros-
preetive beet sugar  Industiry, and
Kunsns on necount of her prospecs
tive sorghum indusiry. HRepre-
sentatives of these two states hayo
fully and Intelligently  presented
the case to the senstorind sub-eom=
mittee.  The present duty on sugne
